Allied Agreement on 
Reparations Must Precede 
Any Loan, Says Morgan 


By the Associated Press. 


PARIS, June 10. 
A FTER the adjournment of the international committee of bankers 


following its discussions of a loan to Germany, J. P. Morgan, who 

participated as the unofficial representative of United States 
bankers, issued the following statement: 
§ with the importance of the sub- 
ject under consideration, rather 
than report immediately that no 
loan was posisble under the 
terms of the reference, asked 
the Reparations Commission to 
define exactly the terms of ref- 
erence. The answer, which was 
only supported by three of the 
four members of the Repara- 
tions Commission, the -French 
member dissenting, was to the 
effect that the committee should 
discuss all questions which 
might have a bearing on the 
general re-establishment of 
Gérmany’s extersal credit. 

“In the meantime, official 
statements had been made in 
Paris to the effect that the 
Bankers Committee was at- 
tempting to decrease the amount 
of the German obligations to the 
Reparations Commission and 
that this could not be tolerated 
by the French Government 
The committee had never 
thought, and in this I agreed 
completely, that it had any 
power to pass upon the sums 
owing by the German Govern- 
ment, but merely that it had 
been requested to advise the 
Reparations Commission as to 
a basis upon which Germany 
could raise a loan. There had 
been no discussion of the capital 
amounts of reparations, but 
only of a possibie agreemnt of 
the annual payments. These an- 
nual payments, efther in cash 
or in kind, are the only method 
whereby Germany can effect 
payment of its just debts.

“When I was invited by the 
Reparations Commission to 
serve on the Bankers’ Commit- 
tee, I had some hesitation in ac- 
cepting, as it appedred that un- 
der the terms of the reference I 
could accomplish little more by 
coming to Paris than by cabling 
advice from New York. Upon 
further consideration, however, 
I felt that the matter was of 
such enormous importance to 
Europe and also to the United 
States because of their com- 
mercial relations with Europe, 
I could not well refuse. There- 
fore, in the hope that something 
constructive be arrived at, I 
came purely as a private citizen, 
holding no authority from my 
Government, to discuss ih any 
way matters under their control, 
but as a banker engaged in the 
distribution of securities in the 
investment markets of the 
United States and only repre- 
senting those markets insofar as 
their condition might permit. 


“TI explained at the first meet- 
ing of the committee that there 
is no interest in the United 
States in a loan to Germany per 
se. There is, however, in my 
opinion, a growing appreciation 
in the United States of the fact 
that its own prosperity is to a 
degree dependent upon the pros- 
perity of the allied nations and 
that the prosperity of the latter 
is, in a large degree, dependent 
upon the rehabilitation of Ger- 
man credit.

View of What People Expect. 


Brewster said he would not under- 
take to state his position on the 
great questions of the time, or to 
outline the course that, as Senator, 
he would expect to pursue in any 
particular matter. “The people of 
Missouri,” he said, “are not so much 
interested in knowing, in advance, 
just how their Senator will vote 
upon any particular subject as they 
are in knowing that he is grounded 
in the fundamental princples of Re- 
publicanism and Americanism; that 
his judgment is sound; that he will 
reflect the sentiments of his 
constituents; that he will § stand 
to every wind that 
blows; that he will be a constructive 
and not a destructive force; that he 
is 100 per cent American; that 
earnestly, courageously and enthusi- 
astically he will give the best that is 
in him to the service of his State 
and nation.” 


In praising President Harding for 
bringing about the conference on 
limitation of armaments, Brewster 
said: 

“While this nation’s military and 
naval forces must never be reduced 
beyond the point of safety, every ef- 
fort must be put forth to reduce 
armament, to discourage war, to lift 
the burdens of taxation.” Work in 
behalf of lasting peace is demanded, 
he said, by the nation's obligation to 
its soldier dead. 

Favors Prompt Justice. 

He spoke of American representa- 
tive Government as superior in dura- 
bility and service to schemes of 
pure democracy. He spoke of the 
necessity for honest elections. and of 
prompt and thorough administration 
of justice in the courts. 

“The lax administration of crimi- 
nal law has become a menace to so- 
ciety,’ he said. “No law should be 
enacted that cannot be enforced. 
The law, as written, must be vindi- 
cated, for disregard of law and dis- 
respect of courts breed anarchy and 
ruin. In some of the great cities of 
our land, disregard for law and or- 
der has reached the place where 
Government ceases to function. This 
anarchistic tendency must be 
stamped out once and for all.”’ 

He spoke also of the need for a 
better understanding between capi- 
tal and labor; the need for support- 
ing education; the nation’s debt 
crippled soldiers, and declared that, 
to foster and protect American in- 
dustry, “we must enact and main- 
tain a just, fair and reasonable pro- 
tective tariff.”’

Sailors before the mast, the engineers in their 

worsrooms and dreamers on the benches in the city 

parks—all have visioned the possibilities of bringing 

to the surface the great ship which the enemy sunk 

near the Irish coast, and which went. down with a 

treasure aboard much greater probably than any ever 
before taken to the ocean floor. 

However, none of the plans which have been spoken 
of so enthusiastically in the past have ever amounted 
to anything. Now, however, the subject of not only 
salvage of the ship itself, but recovery of its treasure 
is broached a. iin, this time in a very businesslike, 
promising way It seems as if, after all, a real and en- 
couraging effo: is to }e made to bring up from the 
Lusitania’s resi :g place whatever the waters have left 
of her that is worth while to recover. 

This time it i; by the simple prucess of diving that 
it is hoped to reach the ill-fated ship. At Cramps 


~Shipyards, -just outside Philadelphia, the steamer 


Blakeley is being prepared for this salvage expedition. 
It will carry all the modern equipment necessary for 
the attempt to reach a hulk almost 300 feet under 
water. In charge of these preparations, among others, 
is Beniamin F. Leavitt of Phila ’«Iphia, who has won 
considerable fame as a most dai ig diver. 

Within a few weeks the steam: Blakeley will be at 
anchor eight miles off Kinsale Po :t, lreland, as near'v 
as can be determined, directly « er the hulk of the 
sunten Lusitania, and Benjamin .. L itt of Phila- 
delphia will be dropped over the side the end of a 
steel cable to locate the sunken liner and her reputed 
hoard of $15,000,000 in gold and precious stones. 

It is not for oaken strong boxes, brim: ng with 
Spanish doubloons, that Leavitt and his asso .tes will 
seek. Theirs, if they are successful, will be a more 
modern hoard. 

When the Lusitania was sunk by the enemy off Ire- 
land seven years ago she carried treasure to incite the 
cupidity of the most prosaic. Not a treasure shi), as were 
the most historic marine losses, she carried a fortune 
probably greater than that carried in any of the so- 
called ‘‘treasure ships” of tradition. And where the 
treasure in these gaileons of old has grown in the tell- 
ing through hundreds of years, the treasure on the 
Lusitania can be reckoned with some accuracy and 
without the fear that traditions of vears have multi- 
plied a perhaps moderate number of doubloons. 

The Lusitania carried ¢° 600,000 in specie alone. She 
is also known to have carried an almost equal amount 
in cases of silver and valuable jewelry. There, if there 
were no other treasure, would be the satisfactory 
“haul” for any treasure seeker. 

But undoubtedly the Lusitania carried more than 
this. Among her passengers were many men and 
women of great wealth. Without question they carried 
with them jewels and other articles of great value. A 
single passengers is reporied to have deposited $75,000 
with the purser. Mme. Antoine de Page, wife of the 
director of the Belgian Red Cross, is said to have car- 
ried more than $100,000. The purser’s strong box held, 
without doubt, jewels of great value. property of 
wealthy passengers of the ill-fated liner. 

The total value of the treasure, virtually all in specie 
and jewelry, which would defy the action of the water. 
is estimated at close to $15,000,000. It is for this for- 
tune that Leavitt and his associates will seek. 

An armored diving suit, invented and patented by 
Leavitt some years ago and since then constantly 
tested and improved, has me possible this venture. 
In an actual salvage test in the Great Lakes Leavitt 
made the world’s record for depth, going down 361 feet 
in locating the Pewabic, sunk after a collision in 1865. 
Copper and other material valued at $26.000 wee 
Salvaged from that wreck in 1916. 

Leavitt asserts that his suit can stand the tremen- 
dous pressure of 200 pounds to the square inch, to 
Which any object is subject 500 feet below the surface 
nim Lusitania, he says, lies at a depth of only 285 
eet. 

leavitt’s suit is armored from head to foot. The 
main section is a heavy Manganese bronze casting, 
covering trunk and head. Leg and arm pieces are 
made of a specially constructed copper coil, planned 
to give the utmost possible protection while permitting 
comparatively free movement of the limbs.

ply one and a quarter feet of oxygen an hour, prop- 
erly mixed with hydrogen. That is the amount re- 
quired by a normal adult while at work. The poison- 
ous carbon dioxide from the diver’s lungs will be 
absorbed by a can of caustic soda fixed in another niche 
in the casting. 

Dynamite will be used by the Leavitt expedition to 
create a pathway to the strong rooms, and a clam-shell 
bucket to lift the treasure. If valuables are found that 
cannot be reached by that method they will be loaded 
into buckets by hand. Leavitt and his associates, 
however, believe that they can get the bulk of the 
bullion chat is said to be in the hold of the great liner 
by means of the usual dredgers’ clam-shell and other 
familiar dredging equipment, once thev have forced 
their way to the strong rooms. 

Pesides the enormous pressure exerted by the water 
at a great devth, Leavitt had other difficulties to over- 
come. Probably the greatest of these secondary diffi- 
culties was that of providing light for the work. 

Darkness increases rapidly with depth under water, 
and the inability to get light has been one of the 
greatest stumbling blocks in salvage work heretofore 
Leavitt experimented for some years and finally con- 
structed a huge glass bulb of great strength. It has been 
tested to more than 200 pounds pressure without show- 
ing the slightest sign of a crack. Leavitt will need 
three of these lights, each of 300 candle power. Even 
with that equipment he will be able to see only a few 
feet in any direction. 


Marine experts differ as to the probable success of 
Leavitt's attempt. Many, basing their belief on his suc- 
cess in the salvaging of the Pewabic, which lay at a 
depth of 361 feet, and upon the apparent completeness 
of the preparations made by the expedition, look for 
his success. Others, pointing out the enormously 
greater difficulties presented by the Lusitania because 
of its great buik and of the currents which sweep 
around it, are s*eptical. There are even some who 
doubt that the Lusitania, as a ship, now exists, arguing 
that she has long since disintegrated under the pressure 
of the water. As long ago as February, 1918, H. Ensor, 
a widely known expert, speaking before the Engineer- 
ing and Scientific Association of Ireland, made that 
assertion. 

Despite the pessimistic views of this latter group. 
however, Leavitt is not alone in his belief that

NE day several weeks ago, Walter A. Gleize, 
the 18-vear-old son of J. G. Gleize, a farm- 
or three miles south of Bland. Mo., stopped 
the tractor with which he h.d been plow- 
ing, climbed the fence out of that field 
into a field of growing wheat and fol- 
lowed his usual path through the wheat 
to home and dinner 

It was noon when he reached the house, and 1! 
o’clock when he started back to the tractor. As he 
retraced his steps across the wheat field, and neared 
the lower end, he found an amazing thing. Directly 
in front of him, the ground he had walked upon but 
an hour pefore Was gone. In its place was a great 
chasm. 

The hole was almost round in shape, and so deep 
that he could only see the bottom by stepping to the 
very edge and loo*ing down. Even then, all that he 
saw was a dark opening where the bottom should have 
been. Beyond the ovening, impenetrable darkness. 
The steeply-sloping sides were ..ot littered with up- 
rooted wheat nor any other debris, nor were thev 
jagged in appearance. It Was almost as though 4a 2i- 
guntic paring knife had been at work, in the hands of 
an expert. 

Of course, it was reported later in the neighborhood 
that Walter nearly stepped into the tremendous pit 
which had appeared as if by magic in a field of splendid 
grain. But he says he was several vards distant when 
he saw this, the greatest cave-in which has been re- 
ported in Missouri for many years 

After inspecting the great hole which vawned where 
he had walked unconcernedly only an hour before, the 
young man notified his father of what had happened. 
Then the elder Gleize and two other boys walked down 
to see it. 

The measurements, not estimates, which they made 
that day and later in the week showed the hole to be 
10 feet in diameter, while the distance from the surface 
of the ground to the water at the bottom of the hole was 
112 feet, and the water itself had an additional depth of 
114 feet. Since then the level of the water has risen 
10 feet. 

Additional segments of earth have dropped out of 
sight, mostly from the lower portions of the sides, 
which by this time are straight up and down in places 
and are rapidly approaching that condition elsewhere. 
The bottom of the cave-in is three times larger now 
than it was on the first day, according to the Gleize 
family. The bottom is practically all water. too, al- 
though a few ledges of rock on one side offer a pre- 
carious foothold for anybody who might be so unfor- 
tunate as to tumble in. 

Thousends of people. from Gasconade, Maries, Osage 
and other counties have been to see this grim piece of 
natures handiwork. The Gieize farm lies partly in Gas- 
conade and partly in Maries counties, and the wheat 
field containing the prodizy is in Maries, near the 
eastern line. 

No accidents had occurred, when a Post-Dispatch 
writer went there with a photographer. But well- 
defined cracks in the ground, roughly parallel to por- 
tions of the round hole and two feet, four feet and even 
eight feet away from it indicated that the vawning 
¢hasm’s appetite for rich Missouri soil, garnished with 
a fine stand of wheat, was not vet satisfied. 

“When visitors ask me.if there have been any acci- 
dents at the sink hole, I tell them no. but that there 
is time enough yet,” said Mrs. Gleize. “The neighbor- 
nood children? You couldn’t hire them to go near it. 
They're too much afraid of the place.” 

The family, at dinner when the cave-in occurred, do 
not remember having felt any tremor of the ground, 
although the spot is but a scant quarter-mile west oi 
the house. 

“It was a windy day,” said Mrs. Gleize. “The wind 
made more or less noise, and if the house did shake 
a little we naturally thought it was the force of the 
wind. Nobody mentioned anything unusual. Once, 
while we were at table. I thought I noticed a deeper 
roar in the sound of the wind, lixe one of those little 
whirlwinds which sometimes go by. ‘It came about 
12:30, and lasted only a few moments. Whether it real- 
ly was the wind, or a noise made by the cave-in, |

According to the owner of the farm, there was no 
water visible at the bottom of the sink hole, when he 
and his sons first went down to look at it. Two hours 
later. the bottom had filled up with muddy water, 
covered with a black scum. The water afterwards 
cleared and then became muddy again. Visitors enjos 
throwing down rocks, chunks of wood, even fence rails. 
to see and hear the splash below, and this may have 
something to do with the water’s muddy appearance. 
Or it may be caused by the successive falls of earth. 

Because the pieces of wood stay on the east side of 
the pool, Gleize believes there is a current from west 
to east. It is commonly believed in the neighborhood 
that there is a connection between the pool in the sink 
hole and Dry Fork Creek. For vears. Dry Fork has 
lived up to its name by periodically going dry in sev- 
eral miles of its course, although containing a fairly 
good flow of water above and below that section, which 
includes the vicinity of the Gleize farm. At its near- 
est point, the bed of Dry Fork is about 200 yards away 
from the new cave-in. 

After the first sinking of the ground, which oc- 
eurred on a Monday, the surface opening was almost 
circular except ‘for a large clump of earth held 
bv the roots of a 20-year-old apple tree standing some 
seven or eight feet away from the rim. People who 
wanted to look down into the pit with safety would 
fasten a rope to the tree and firmly hold the rope’s 
other end as they peered downward. The apple tree, 
which Gleize says was “the best on the place,” stood 
there as usual on the following Friday. 

Rut next morning the tree had vanished. The pool 
below did not show a twig projecting above the water, 
nor so much as a leaf floating on the surface. A patch 
of fresh-looking dirt on the side of the cave-in showed 
where the tree and its big clump of roots had been 
detached. 

This incident of the apple tree. and the thorough 
manner in which the pool swallowed it up, has caused 
more comment than any other feature of the whole 
affair. 

Walter Gleize and his brother-in-law, H. H. Brad- 
ford of Bland, were the first to exvlore the bottom of 
the pit. Taking a 160-foot rope which is used with 
a hay fork, thev fastened one end to a tree and used 
it in getting safely down to the bottom and up again.
